When the people of Lebanon come out 
of their stupor of horror and grief over 
the drowning of three girls in Silver Creek 
Monday, they will recognize her as such. 

Had it not been for her the entire six 
young women who went out to Blue Bend 

' would have gone down to death together. 

By her courage and presence of mind she 

prevented two of them frofh making a 

fruitiess sacrifice and saved her own life 

in order to help save the lives of others. 

Not less than Annie Smith, Florence 
Spies, Hallie Jack, Carrie Nichols and Nel- 
lie Farthing showed themseéives heroines. 

Florence Spies and Hallie Jack gave their 
lives in attempting to save Ruth Jepson. 
Carrie Nichols anc Nellie Farthing would 
have needlessly given their lives if Annie 
Smith had not prevented them. 

These others tried to save life and two of 
them sacrificed their own for another. 
Annie Smith tried to save the three and 
did save the two others. 

Every boy in Lebanon knows where Blue 
Bend Hole is, and every man in Lebanon, 
too. It has been the “swimming hole’’ for 
the males of Lebanon of two generations. 
They all know where the “‘step-off’’ is and 
how deep a dive they must make to ‘get 
mud on thelr heads.’’ They know the force 
and direction of the currents and where 
Safety ends and danger begins. 

The «ix girls who went out to Blue Bend 
to bathe knew of Biue Bend Hole, but they 
did not know exactly where it was.

SHOWERS AND COOL WEATHER, 


Ferecaster Hyatt Now Enpaged in 
Prophesying Good Things for the 
St .Louis People. 


“Oh, I don't know; we're not so warm; 
there’re other towns as warm as we; to 
speak of them will do no harm, so take 
a look at New York C., where 98 is what 
they get; they're sweltering ‘neath a 
blazing sky; they’re awful warm. right 
there, you bet—much warmer too, than 
you or 1.

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HOT TWO LANDS 


ENGLAND, TOO, SUFFERING FROM 
UNUSUAL WEATHER. 


SIX DEATHS IN NEW YORK. 


Many Persons in Chicago Prostrated 
and No Cool Spot Between the 
Mississippi and Atlantic. 


NDW YORK, June 7.—Seven deaths from 
the heat were reported during the 4&4 hours 
ending at noon to-day. 


LONDON, June 7.—A heat wave, similar 
to the one which is now affecting New 
York, prevails over Europe. Here the con- 
tinuance of hot weather so early in June al- 
most breaks all records. The thermometers 
in this city have been registering 88 in the 
shade, for five days past and there have 
been several deaths from heat. 

A commercial traveler committed suicide 
yesterday, saying: “I must get out of the 
world, I will suffocate.”’ 


NEW YORK, June 7.—The hot wave ex- 
tends all over the country east of the Mis- 
sissipp, but New York is the hottest place 
in the country. The mercury yesterday wag 
107 at 4:30 in the afternoon. Excessive hu- 
midity contributed to make the weather 


execrable. Six persons died from the effects 
of the heat during the day, and 31 others 
were taken to the hospitals. 

Owing to the scarcity of ice, milk and 
other necessities supplied, depriving babes 
in arms of their food, and as the summer 
charities have not yet been launched, the 
suffering ree to be very serious. 

No relief is promised before Friday. 


CHICAGO, June 7.—One death, due to the 
heat, was reported yesterday, and there 
were many  prostrations. he mercury 
touched 91. A sévere thunder storm passed 
over the city shortly after noon, biowing 
down many trees. The casualties due to the 
heat are ag follows: 

—— Boland, dropped in the street and died 
in St. Luke's Hospital. 

Prostrations—Michael Miller, Michael Mc- 
Donald and Thomas Galvin, laborers; none 
of these cases will prove fatal. 

The Weather Bureau predicts a continu- 
ance of the warm weather.

Three Cars of a Passenger 
Train Derailed. 


THIRTY PERSONS. INJURED. 


COACHES WERE THROWN 
AN EMBANKMENT. 


The Accident Occurred on the Missouri 


Pacific Railway in Kansas 
Shortiy After Mid- 
night. 


ATCHISON, Kan., June 7.—An eastbound 
mixed train on the Central Branch of the 
Missouri Pacific was wrecked a mile east of 
Goffs at 12:10 o'clock last night and 20 or 
30 passengers injured, 

From some unknown cause the mail car, 
smoker and chair car became derailed while 
the train was going at full speed, and the 
three cars toppled over a slight embank- 
ment. ’ 

The accident came without the slightest 
warning, and a number of passengers were 
lying asleep on the cushions. The passen- 
gers were hurled in every direction by the 
sudden overturning of the cars, which for- 
tunately tore themselves loose from the 
balance of the train.

TWO CASES OF LEPROSY 


Two Men in St. John’s Parish, Louis- 
iana, Stricken With the 
Disease. 
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NEW ORLEANS, June 7.—There are two 
cases of leprosy in this State. Dr. Isadcre 
Dyer, the noted leper expert who repre- 
sented America at tlre Berlin lepers’ con- 
gress, returned to this city from a trip 
to St. John’s Parish, where he was called 
to examine two suspicious cases. He pro- 
nounced them both leprosy. 

One of the unfortunates, Camille Rouget, 
is 38 years old and has a wife and child. 
The other, Alexander Borne, is 21 and un- 
married. Both cases were traced. to one 
Philopene Panquinette, an old resident of 
the parish, who has always been a great 
lover of children. 

When Rouget and Borne were little boys 
they were constantly with Panquinette, 
and caught the loathsome disease from 
him. In both cases the affliction is far ad- 
vanced, as they have suffered from it since 
childhood. 

touget, when taken before the court, cre- 
ated intense excitement by his dramatic 
protest against being sent to the lepers’ 
home of Louisiana. He solemnly declared 
that if he was taken away from his wife 
and child and sent to the home he would 
kill himself, warning the judge that if he 
ordered him sent his blood would be on that 
official's head. 3orne expressed perfect 
Willingness to go to the home. A peculiar 
feature of Rouget’s case is that his wife 
pleaded piteously, that he be allowed to re- 
main with her. Dr. Dyer said that when 
he left St. John neither patient had been 
taken away from his people.

People by Making False Reports 
to Them by Telephone. 


The Cheerful! Idiot is at his old tricks 
again.

REFUGEES NOT PERMITTED TO 
FLOCK INTO MANILA. 


Aguinaldo to Issue an Order That His 
Troops Shall Discard Their Uni- 
forms So as to Deceive the 
Americans, 


MANILA, June 7.—Prof. Schureman of the 
United States Philippine Commission gails 
from here on Friday on board the United 
States gunboat Bennington, for a_ three 
weeks’ trip among the southern islands. The 
gurboat Petre) has also been placed at the 
Professors disposal, and he will visit Iloilo, 
Cebu, Negros and Sulu. He expects to in- 
vestigate the local governments and have 

‘talks with the leading natives. He will sail 


for home in Juy. 

The other members of the commission will 
remain here for some months longer. 

Gen. Hail’s brigade left Morong yesterday, 
marching along the lake to Taytay. The 
troops encountered practically no opposition 
‘on entering several small towns, though a 
few insurgent sharpshooters hung about the 
flanks of the brigade. Morong, which is an 
ldmportant port will be garrisoned tempor- 
@rily by the North Dakota Regiment and 
the Fourth Cavalry. 

A thousand refugees who are attempting 
to come to Manila are being turned back by 
the authoritiees, who are fearful of the city 
becoming over populated, causing pestilence 
and famine. 

There are frequent sights on the country 
roads of men, women and children stagger- 
ing under loads of household effects. he 
refuges are hunery, but not starving. The 
American officers are issuing rice to them 
for their present needs. Many of the 
refugees tell of being forced to give up their 
supplies to the insurgent army. They are 
afraid to return tothe enemy's lines. 

The insurgent government is to issue an 
order for all the military forces to discard 
their uniforms and wear ordinary white in 
order to deceive our army. 

Comememunistic societies have been formed 
in Northern Luzon for the equal division of 
property. 


GALLANT OFFICER’S DEATH. 


Suicide of Lieut. Frederick A. Pearce 
at Manila. 

MANILLA, June 7.—Lieut. Fred A. Pearce 
of the Sixth United States Artillery, com. 
mitted suicide here this morning. He came 
from Iloilo a week ago on leave, but lin- 
gered here beyond the limit of h!‘s furlough 
and failed to reply to repeated telegrams 
from his commander. 

Yesterday he was put under arrest on his 
commander's order. This morning another 
officer called to see him, when he suddenly 
pulled a revolver from under his pillow and 
shot himself through the head. is friends 
say his mind was affected by a recent sun- 
stroke.

Kentucky Troops Find No 
War in Clay County. 


BAKER MAKES NO RESISTANCE. 


HE WILL COME INTO COURT AND 
BE TRIED. 


Sheriff White, Who Knows the His- 
tory of the Vendetta, Says There 
Will Be No Outbreak and 
Soldiers Not Needed. 


MANCHESTER, Ky., June 7.—Judge Ev- 
ersole has now held court in Clay County 
two days without disturbance. During the 
past two days he has attended to other 
cases before bringing in Thomas Baker, 
charged with murder, but who has been 
out on ball. The feud between the Whites 
and the Howards on one hand and the Ba- 
kers and others on the other hand, the 
families all having large followings, has 
existed for vears. According to common 
report the first blood shed was_ when the 
Bakers bushwhacked old man ‘Bal’ How- 
ard, Wilson Howard and Burch Starr. Then 
James Howard shot old man Baker and 
finally Thomas Baker kilied William White, 
a brother of B. P. White, Jr., the Sheriff 
of the county. 

Of course, Tom Baker would not take 
kindly to being brought into court by Sher- 
iff White, and Judge Eversole assigned that 
duty to Col. Williams, who is in command 
of the State troops that have been sent 
here to preserve peace. Sheriff White insists 
that Baker will be protected and peace pre- 
served and he thinks he can get along 
without the troops that are encamped here 
for the trial. 

If the inhabitants of this place are to be 
believed the trip of the State Guards to 
this village in the mountains vill amount 
to little else than a summer outing. From 
proment indicationg they will have no fight- 
ng to do. 

This town and county are practically un- 
der the control of the Whites and Howards, 
members of these two families occupying 
the principal offices. But, in appearaance 
and from their conversation, one would be 
prone to the belief that they are not the 
desperate men that they have beeen pic- 
tured. Evidently the stories of the White- 
Baker feud have been largely exaggerated. 
Sheriff B. P. White, Jr.,. who is the recog- 
nized leader of the White and Howard fac- 
tion, is a tall, handsome ro man of 
pleasant address and kindly isposition. 

White said to-day: ‘“‘Through the agency 
of meddlesome persons much of the blood-

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BRIGANDS IN CUBA, 


NEGRO BANDITS TAKE POSSES- 
SION OF MANY TOWNS. 


BOLD CRIMES COMMITTED. 


Resident Cuban Soldiers Who Act as 
Police Cannot Put Down the 


eee Outlaws. 


/ 
HAVANA, June 7.—Brigandism is on the 
increase in ‘the country and a reign of ter- 


ror prevails in towns where no United 
States soldiers are quartered. The bandits 
are mostly negroes who came from the east 
with the Cuban army of invasion. They 
have taken full possession of towns outside 
of the railroads and are living there during 
the day and robbing at night. 

‘Mariel is a town of 2000 inhabitants. At 
the close of the war 20 negroes took a 
school building as their quarters. Eight of 
them raided a grocery next door Friday. 
They fired at the proprietor and took his 
safe containing $3000 Into the street and 
tried for two hours to shoot it open with 
rifles. (Finally they carried it away on a 
truck. Other soldiers left the town on Sat- 
urday and probably joined the band in the 
mountains. 

Citizens have appointed the resident Cu- 
ban soldiers as police officers, but they have 
little faith in the soldiers’ ability to preserve 
order. No work is being done on planta- 
tions. Those starting to work have had 
their cattle stolen. Since the robbery on 
Friday the Spaniards have secreted their 
valuables “nd barricaded their doors day 
and night. Mayor Quintana came to 
Havana and asked Governor-General Brooke 
for protection. 

The Spanish consul has cabled the Span- 
ish Minister at Washington advising taking 
action against the United States, holding 


the Americans responsible for the death of 
Jose Lobregat at San Antonio on Sunday. 
‘Lobregat was killed by a mob of Cubans 
infurtated over the fact that he was for- 
merly a Spanish guerrilla. His funeral oc- 
curred this afternoon. Feeling in the town 
is very bitter against former Spanish sol- 
diers. A Cuban soldier said this afternoon 
that when the republic was formed it was 
the intention to kill all the guerrillas.

It is impossible to understand the desperate efforts of the 
privileged corpwrations to defeat equitable taxation on their 
public grants, except on. the theory that greed and power have 
induerd madness in them. Their fight against just taxation 
merely emphasizes the wrongs embodied in the grants, many 
of them obtained by corruption, now enjoyed by them. It calls 
public attenticn to the fact that millions of dollars of property 
belonging to the people and representing not a dollar of in- 
vestment are in the possession of private persons through the 
favor of public officials. Finding the owners of franchises s0 op- 
posed to a mod-rateé tax the people may conclude to take this 
unearued wealth in public franchises for public uses. 
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Not only in his own State, where he is held in special honor 
and affection as a distinguished representative, but throughout 
the entire country the course of Congressman Bland’s illness 
is watched with anxious solicitude. The country can iI! af- 
ford to spare a public man of Mr. Bland’s character. It needs 
men cf his ability, earnestness, honesty and courage. Even 
his strongest opponents are his admirers and praise the ster- 
ling qualities of the man.

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NOW FOR GOOD FENDERS. 


It is announced that the Board of Public Improvements is 
framing a new fender ordinance. Eleven deaths due to in- 
effective street car fenders within a month prove that the 
Board is justified in taking some such step at once. 

That most of the local street car lines are now using death- 
trap fenders is due to the failure of the Board of Public Im- 
provements to Gao its duty under the present law. The street 
car companies were compelled to put on fenders approved by 
the Board. There was within reach of the Board abundant 
information as to the qualities of fenders necessary to make 
them efficient and a number of fenders in the market which 
possessed the requirements. But the Board failed to compel 
the companies to adopt efficient fenders, with the terrible re- 
sults which have followed. Now President McMath wants the 
Board relieved of all responsibility. He wants the question 
of efficiency left to courts and juries. It is difficult to see how 
this will insure the adoption of good fenders or will improve 
the quality of the fenders, as the companies have hitherto 
shown that they were willing to run the risk of damages rather 
than expend mcuey for good fenders. 

It is the duty of the city government to protect the people 
from the indifference of street car corporations by compelling 
the use of efficient fenders and by stringent regulations. It is 
unnecesrary to designate a particular fender, but only to re- 
quire that the fenders shail be good and effective. There are 
several good fenders in the market. 

The Board wf Public Improvements is the proper body to 
enforce such a regulation. If the present law is so amended 
that the Board is empowered to condemn inefficient fenders and 
to compel the companies to provide good fenders under heavy 
penalties, the desired object may be obtained—that is, if the 
Board does its duty. Nothing in behalf of the people can be 
done if public officials neglect their duty and favor corporate 
instead of public interests. 
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If the McKinley civil service order is right, why did the 
President delay it so long? Is the President a man of so 
feeble intellect that it takes him two years to act for his coun- 
try’s good in a matter so important? Does any one suppose 
that his desire for a renomination did not lead him to do what 
he has done in providing jsc many offices for political bum- 
mers? 

“If you ask me would [ force a government upon the Fili- 
pinos against their will, I answer, no!” said Gen. Henderson 
of Iowa, who, it is thought, will succeed Speaker Reed. But 
Henderson has given Mr. McKinley all the credit of the vic- 
tory over Spain, without a word of censure. The Filipinos can 
hardly hope for justice from so blind a partisan. 
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The time between now and Sept. 20, when the anti-trust 
conference is to meet in St. Louis, may be profitably employed 
by Governors and Attorney-Generals of States who propose to 
attend, in devising measures for the consideration of the con- 
ference. These measures should above all be practical. Hys- 
terical denunciation will accomplish nothing. 

Senator Depew thinks a long Philippine campaign may pre- 
vent Republican success next year.

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lice Deverey intended to interfere with the 
Fitzsimmons-Jeffries fight has created a 
genuine sensation in New York sporting 
circles, 

The sports could hardly belieVe that the 
New York Chief had made use of the lan- 
guage attributed to him. 

Billy Brady, who is managing the sale of 
seats to the fight, said this morning, in re- 
ply to the statement issued by Chief De- 
verey, that there would be no trouble with 
the police on Friday night. 

“The contest will surely take place,” said 
Mr. Brady. “It will be conducted under the 
provisions of the Horton law, and no law 


of the State of New York will be violated. 

“Chief Deverey attended the Corbett- 
Sharkey contest, the McCoy-Sharkey con- 
test and others of similar character that 
have been held in New York during the last 
year. 

“The Coney Island Club has not proposed 
to give a prize fight, but a contest similar 
to the ones I have mentioned, and we do 
not expect any interference on the part 
of the police if we keep within the limit 
which applied to the former contests, and 
that is what we expect to do.’ 

Mr. Brady said an examination of the 
club building had already ‘been made, and it 
had been pronounced all right. 

The statement which Chief Deverey is 
credited with making reads as follows: 

“From certain published statements of ex- 
perts on prize-ring and boxing matters, and 
from various sources, it would appear that 
the two would-be pugilistit champions, whof| 
are down for a sparring contest at the 
Coney Island Athletic Club on Friday night 
next, or their backers or managers, intend 
to have, under the poe of the Horton law, 
a sparring ~ wre ie | oid-time 
slugging match or pri > If no such 
slugging match is tended” ae the infer- 
ence is that these statements and impres- 
sions are spread for the _ sole purpose of 
gulling and imposing on the public. 

“Considering the parties to the contest, 
their respective weights, 210 and 156 pounds, 
and other attending circumstances and con- 
ditions, it is almost a physical impossibility 
for the two individuals referred to to carry 
on a jawful contest for points on the coming 
occasion. The very nature of things tends 
to an out-and-out prize fight. 

“I shall be present at the contest, and, as 
Chief of Police, I shall personally gee to it 
that the letter and spirit of the law relative 
to such contests are obeyed, and that there 
will be no slugging nor heavy hitting; noth- 
ing but a clean-cut lawful sparring exhibi- 
tion for points. Any person who permits 
himself to ‘be gulled or imposed upun by 
thinking otherwise will find himself very 
much mistaken. It will be well for the pub- 
lic to understand that the first heavy blow 
struck will mark the end of the contest.”’ 

That great interest is taken in the Fitz- 
simmons-Jeffries fight is shown by the Sale 
of seats.

Murderer Kindred Realized 
Nothing on Gallows. 


VICTIM’S WIFE SAW HIM DIE. 


HE WAS STUPEFIED BY DRUGS 
AND CARRIED TO DEATH, 


To Add to the Horror of the Execution, 
the Rope Worked Hard and His 
-Body Hung, Dripping 
With Blood.

PRINCETON, Mo., June 7.—Peter Kin- 
dred, murderer of Andrew Alley, was 
hanged at 9:47 o’clock this morning. Death 
was pronounced in five minutes, 

For several days Kindred had been under 
influence of morphine. He slept soundly an 
hour prior to the execution. 

He was unable to walk, and Sheriff Stand- 


ley and deputies carried him to the gallows 
on a Chair, apparently insane. He uttered 
no intelligent words. 
Joseph Alley, two brothers and the wife 
of the victim, witnessed the execution. 
The body was turned over to relatives 
for burial. Kindred expected a pardon 
from the Governor. 
a ew — “aripp hard, and Kin- 
s body hung dripping with blood as 
lifé passed from him a 


Peter Kindred, who was hanged in the 
Princeton courtyard this morning, was a 
young and awkward country outh of 22 
years of age who was convicted of the 
murder of Andrew Alley, a prominent mer- 
chant of Mercer. 

The morning of Feb. 5, 1898, Kindred en- 
tered the store of Alley & A ley and wanted 
to settle a small bill. A dispute arose over 
the amount and Kindred left the store. Re- 
turning later he a a gun and instantly 
killed Andrew Alley and wounded his cous- 
~ “canon Alley, so that he will be a crippie 
or 

At the trial Kindred claimed that 
killing was done in self defense. He was 
convicted and sentenced to be hung last 
December when the Governor respited him 
until May 8 All preparations were made 
for the execution but he was again respited 
until to-day when the execution took place, 

While Kindred was confined in the jail at 
Princeton, Ira Sexton was hanged there 
and Kindred broke the windows of his cell 
that he might hear what Sexton said on the 
gallows. 


HUNDREDS SAW HIM DIE. 
iph W. Wireback Hanged for the 
Murder of D. B. Landis. 
LANCASTBHDR, Pa., June 7.—Ralph W. 
Wireback, the murderer of D. B. Landis, 


was hanged in the jail yard to-day in Khe 
Brenenes of several hundred persons. The 

rop fell at 10:15 and lNfe was pronounced 
extinct 15 minutes Jater. 

The crime for which” Ralp W. Wireback 
wae hanged to-day was the murder on April 

1898, of David B. Landis, President of ‘the 
Gene stoma National Bank. Wireback oc- 
cupied a house owned by Landis, which the 
latter sold. ‘Wireback refused to vacate the 
premises, cha:‘ming that he had a verbal 
agreement with Landis which gave. him 
the option of retaining the house anether 
year. Proceedings were institutéd, and a 
constable repaired to the house to eject 
him. He found the house barricaded from 
cellar to garret. 

Wireback was driven from room to room, 
until eventually he took refuge in the gar- 
ret. which had been strongly barricaded, 
and access to which was only by a narrow 
stairway. He was armed with an old muz- 
zle-load.ng shotgun, and from an aperture 
in the barricade he had complete control 
of the stairway. During one of the numer- 
ous parileys held with him he asked for 
Landis, and when the latter ascended the 
steps Wireback asked what would be done 
for his (Wireback’s) family -if she should 
surrender, Landis made an equivocal an- 
swer, and a moment later Wireback fired, 

low.ng off the top of Landis’ head. Wire- 
back then surrendered. 

This was the first execution in this coun- 
ty since 1868. W.reback walked quietly to 
the scaffold and died d without a struggie.

the invaders, to several generations, and 
the city is full of bugs that it knows not 
by origin, by ecles or by fate. 

These bugs, which are now born here, are 
in the sewers, mostiy, in the daytime. They 
seek dark, damp places. At night they go 
forth to circle about the electric lights, as 
moths do about a candle. Thousands of 
them are crushed every night, but they 
multiply rapidly and the next evening they 
@re worse than ever. 

These bugs are ge ey harmless, 
as a matter of fact. hey seemingly have 
no tae though one variety pinches vic- 
lously if provoked. The green ones are the 
“peskiest;"’ they get into one’s eyes and 
nose and ears and down ones’ collar and 
up one’s sleeves. They are a great nuis- 
ance. The enormous black ones, almost as 
big at bats, frequently walk about on the 
ground, and they crunch if stepped on and 
crackle beneath one’s feet. These two are 
the principal varieties. 

There seemingly is no way to rid the 
lights of the bugs; no method has yet been 
devised, They are a product of the times, 
as is the light itself. They are worse just 
after a rain, but the cold weather ends 
them.
